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Council hopes to expand successful 
training scheme for social workers 


SOMERSET County Council will find out 
this month whether or not it has received 
funding for a follow-up to its successful ini¬ 
tiative to train children’s social workers. 

The council is waiting to hear if central govern¬ 
ment has supported its bid to offer the Step Up to 
Social Work Programme for the second time. 

The programme encourages anyone with experi¬ 
ence of working with children and young people 
to train for social work. So far, it has supported 28 
social work trainees across a South West regional 
partnership of six local authorities. 

Eight of the original trainees have been based in 
Somerset supporting the county council’s ambition

and the national challenge to recruit high-calibre 
qualified social workers. If the new bid is success¬ 
ful, the number of trainees will increase to 66 for 
the newly-expanded South West partnership. 

The original trainees are set to become fully- 
fledged social workers in the spring. One of the 
trainees has written a number of blogs about her 
experience and said: “The support I have been of¬ 
fered by the team and management has been fan¬ 
tastic, as has the range of work I have been able to 
get involved with. This includes assessments, di¬ 


rect work, chairing meetings, auditing case work 
and more. 

“The programme attracted graduates with a wide 
range of backgrounds and experiences. It’s helpful 
to talk things through with the other Step Up stu¬ 
dents, and in Somerset we have a regular peer su¬ 
pervision group. 

“One of the best resources is the informal Face- 
book group we have formed which gives us all 
quick access to a wide range of information and re¬ 
sources through sharing or posting questions.” 

Councillor Frances Nicholson, Somerset County 
Council’s Cabinet member for children and fami¬ 
lies, said: “A recent, positive monitoring report 
from Ofsted recognises the progress we have made 
and continue to make. 

“In Somerset, we 
offer a hugely reward¬ 
ing career in children’s 
social care. Our strat¬ 
egy to meet the na¬ 
tional shortage of 
social workers involves 
focusing both on the 
retention of the high 
quality social workers 
who are already work¬ 
ing in Somerset, and on 
growing our own 
through various learn¬ 
ing and development 
opportunities. 

“I’m proud that the 
first group of Step Up 
students are reaching 
the end of their on-the- 
job training and that 
from spring 2017 they 
will be starting their 
careers, helping us to 
continue improving the 
services we provide to 
vulnerable children and 
young people.”

Heart of the South West: 
Golden Triangle will 
have ‘no impact’ on plans 


THE partnership behind the 
planned devolution of Devon 
and Somerset from central gov¬ 
ernment has said that a possi¬ 
ble rival partnership between 
the three large urban areas in 
Devon would have ‘no impact’ 
on their plans. 

A ‘Golden Triangle’ made up 
of Exeter, Torbay and Ply¬ 
mouth was thought to threaten 
the devolution bid by Local En¬ 
terprise Partnership (LEP) 
Heart of the South West, made 
up of Devon and Somerset, but 
the LEP has calmed fears. 

A spokesperson for HotSW 
said: “The Heart of the South 
West Growth Deal allocation is 


anticipated to be announced 
early in the New Year, and we 
are confident that we submitted 
a high-quality bid to govern¬ 
ment. 

“Devolution is led by the 
elected local authority leaders, 
and the Heart of the South West 
LEP is one of 21 partners cover¬ 
ing the whole of Devon, Ply¬ 
mouth, Somerset and Torbay. 

“Any separate arrangement 
would have no impact on the 
announcement of the LEP’s 
Growth Deal allocation.” 

The Golden Triangle plan 
would see Plymouth, Exeter 
and Torbay councils create a 
single authority run by an 


elected mayor. 

The LEP Heart of the South 
West was created to lead and in¬ 
fluence economic growth, job 
creation and prosperity across 
the Heart of the South West 
area covering Devon, Ply¬ 
mouth, Somerset and Torbay. 

HotSW’s mission statement 
is: “To reposition the Heart of 
the South West’s profile and 
reputation, nationally and glob¬ 
ally. 

“Connecting people, places, 
businesses and ideas to trans¬ 
form our economy, securing in¬ 
vestment in infrastructure and 
skills to create more jobs and 
enable rewarding careers.”

EAST Devon District Council are inviting residents 
to have their say on new Public Space Protection Or¬ 
ders (PSPOs) to encourage responsible dog owner¬ 
ship and a ban on feeding seagulls. 

For years a number of Dog Control Orders have 
been in place in East Devon. They are legal controls, 
which exist to encourage responsible dog ownership 
in East Devon. At the moment: 

• Dogs aren’t allowed in some play parks and pub¬ 
lic gardens; 

• You must pick up your dog’s poo in all public 
places; 

• Dogs aren’t allowed on some beaches between 
May 1st and September 30th; 

• Dogs must be kept on leads in some areas; 

• One person can only walk a maximum of six 
dogs at a time. 

A spokesperson for EDDC said: “The council has 
to incorporate all these existing orders into new 
Public Space Protection Orders (PSPO) before the 
end of next year. 

“While this process takes place it is considering 
making some changes and additions to the current 
rules. These changes are due to recent improve¬ 
ments, for example to some play areas, requests 
from town and parish councils and the Environmen¬ 
tal Health Team’s observations about the effective¬ 
ness of some existing controls. 

“It is important that people voice their thoughts on 
the new proposed PSPOs so that they can be taken 
into consideration.” 

To take part in the consultation visit www.eastde- 
von.gov.uk/consultation-and-surveys/public-space- 
protection-order-consultation and get your reply in 
before before January 31st 2017. 

Almost all of the dog controls have stayed the same 



and have just been transferred across to a Public 
Space Protection Order. The main changes proposed 
are: 

• Dogs must be kept on leads on the highway and 
on footpaths next to the highway. This is because 
loose dogs have been a hazard to vehicles, cyclists 
and walkers. One hundred percent of dog owners 
questioned in a survey the council carried out in 
the summer agreed that this was a responsible 
thing to do. 

• Minor changes to the seasonal dog exclusions on 
two beaches. The council identified that more 
space was needed for families with dogs in Ex¬ 
mouth and this could be done without impacting 
upon a long length of dog free beach, and in Sid- 
mouth one of the “dogs allowed” areas could not be 
easily and safely accessed; under the new propos¬ 
als it could be. 

• A ban on feeding seagulls on or near town 
beaches. This is because people using the es¬ 
planades, beaches and walkways are often affected 
by gulls stealing food or being attracted to people 
deliberately feeding them. 

Councillor Ian Chubb, East Devon District Council 
portfolio holder for Environment said: “We have to 
change the Dog Control Orders into a PSPO and this 
is an important opportunity to improve the controls 
based on what residents, town and parish councils 
and officers are telling us. We want to know if you 
agree with what we are proposing, so please get in¬ 
volved.”

A busy Christmas for Brans ton's 


IN the run up to Christmas, potato pack¬ 
ing at Branston’s Ilminster factory 
stepped up to more than 120,000 packs 
a day as demand soared for one of the 
nation’s favourite components to Christ¬ 
mas dinner. 

Christmas dinner just wouldn’t be the 
same without the roasties and potato sup¬ 
plier Branston held its very own ‘12 
Days of Christmas’ countdown to get 
ready for the festive season. 

“From December 13th we really start 
to see uplift in demand for spuds as fam¬ 
ilies across the country prepare for the 
festive season,” said Ian Wait, operations 
director at Branston. 

“During the lead up to Christmas our 
potato packing jumps from 150 tonnes a 
day to more than 300 tonnes on the peak 


days in the week before Christmas, with 
our production facility going in to over¬ 
drive to meet demand. 

“In 2015, more than 16.2 million packs 
of potatoes were sold through UK retail¬ 
ers during the week up to Christmas; 
with every household in the UK purchas¬ 
ing an average of 1.6kg of potatoes for 
the holidays. 

“Potatoes are the cornerstone of festive 
dinners, shown by the huge surge in spud 
sales. King Edward and Maris Piper are 
the best known varieties for roasties as 
they have a fluffy texture that crisps up 
really well, but all our white potatoes 
will make a great addition to Christmas 
- whether that’s at the main meal or to 
feed the family throughout the holidays.”

WATERMELON - We all carried a water- goodness and added flavour. 

melon in 2016. Well, those of us who got in on VERDICT: Keep! And Pip & Nut have just

VERDICT: Keep! Simple, feel-good and 
basically achievable every day. What's not to 
love? 

SEAWEED - First came 'courgetti', and then 
2016 saw an incoming tide of seaweed 'pasta'. 
There's a lot going for it: it's sustainable, easy 
to farm, highly nutritious, gluten-free and 
low-cal - if a tad salty. 

VERDICT: Keep - BUT it's currently too 
expensive to make it onto our regular shopping 
lists (expect to pay almost £6 for a lOOg bag, 
while you can easily get a 500g bag of real 
pasta for £1). 

FLAVOURED NUT BUTTER - The nut 
butter aisles got a LOT more interesting this 
year, with palm oil-free brands like Pip and 
Nut bringing us delights such as Honey 
Cinnamon Cashew Butter and Coconut 
Almond Butter. Omega-3 and protein-packed

Happy New Year! 

CLEAN EATING - Nobody's really sure what 
it means... Is it just healthy, proper food all 
made from scratch, no additives etc?! But, 
haven't people been doing that for, um, ever? 
And does it only count as 'clean eating' if you 
post it on social media? Maybe we're missing 
something but, either way, it's smug, and ain't 
nothing wrong with a good 'ol dirty burger 
every once in a while. 

VERDICT: Bin. #PleaseStop 

WAIST TRAINING - The Kardashians could 
post selfies of themselves drenched in cow 
dung and somebody (read: many) would give 
it a go, so of course, when they start posting 
snaps of themselves sporting waist trainers - 
basically super-tight corsets - and even 
working out with them on, cue a flurry of 
copycat attempts to get 'waisted'.

A Tribute to 
Nina Simone 



ILMINSTER ARTS Centre’s concert on Friday, 
January 13th celebrates one of the most ex¬ 
traordinary artists of the twentieth century, 
Nina Simone.

Barrington beaten by ten-man Beaminster 

West Dorset side on top in incident-packed Coronation Cup final 


Barrington 2 Beaminster 4 

Coronation Cup Final 
THERE can be no denying that Beamin¬ 
ster, despite playing for 25 minutes with 
10-men after the dismissal of Shane 
Evans, deserved to lift the Coronation Cup 
at Axminster Town on Tuesday. 

The West Dorset side looked sleek and 
carved out the clearer opportunities be¬ 
fore a crowd of approaching 200 at a 
frosty Tiger Way Ground. 

But Barrington manager Sid Brown was 
far from pleased with some key incidents 
which went against his team, he said: 
"Poor decisions cost us today. There’s no 
doubt that they [Beaminster] had the 
better chances, but the referee got the 
big decisions wrong. The referees want 
respect from the teams but they need to 
earn it." 

The game began with Barrington’s 
Andy Whitefield volleying over the angle 
in the first minute, but from here it was 
the Rainbows who shined. 

Evans should have given them the lead 
in the seventh minute but blazed his shot 
wide under challenge after a surging run 
from Robin Jones. 

And Evans repeated the miss midway 
through the half having manufactured a 
yard of space. 

Beaminster took the lead in the 31st 
minute when Beaminster’s Russell Legg 
and Gary Warren climbed into a 50-50 
block tackle just inside the penalty area. 

Referee John Boulton pointed the 
penalty spot having deemed the Barring¬ 
ton man’s challenge to be a foul. Rich 
Hebditch stepped up and slotted home 
past veteran keeper Stu Parris for his 


33rd goal of the season in just 13 
matches. 

The decision left Barrington stunned 
and on their heels when Man of the 
Match Russell Legg produced the classi¬ 
est moment of the match - a sublime chip 
that gave Parris no chance just two min¬ 
utes later. 

Beaminster captain Murray Legg al¬ 
most crafted a third just before the inter¬ 
val but there was nobody on the end of 
his crossed that flashed through the six- 
yard box. 

Another of the flashpoints occurred 
just moments into the second half when 
Andy Whitefield was tripped by defender 
Rich Runyard as he look set to burst 
through on goal. 

Referee Boulton produced a yellow card 
to the dismay of the Yellow Hammers and 
their supporters. And just two minutes 
Runyard’s fellow defender Dean Hyett 
was spotted kicking out at Guy Dare off 
the ball. 

Linesman Wayne Ridout reported the 
incident to referee Boulton who once 
again decided on the yellow option. 

The game was decided on the hour 
when Hebditch did well to hold the ball up 
with his back to goal 12 yards out before 
setting up hard working midfielder Tom 
Coggins to drill the ball in to the net. 

Beaminster nearly added another soon 
after when centre-back Ryan Gall rose 
well to thump a header from a free kick 
against the crossbar. 

Then game opened up in the 66th 
minute when referee Boulton showed 
Evans a straight red card after a two- 
footed tackle.

Buoyed by this Barrington grabbed a 
lifeline when Hyett bundled over Sam 
Spurway and James Thompson stepped 
up to make it 3-1 from the penalty spot. 

But the South Somerset’s sides hopes 
ended a free-kick at the other end was 
sliced into his own net by full back Sam 
Hodkinson at full stretch. 

The scoring was completed in the 84th 
minute when Thompson’s shot was par¬ 
ried by keeper Si Taylor and Andy White- 
field reacted quickest to tucked away the 
rebound. 

But Beaminster saw out the remaining 
minute’s comfortably and the 65-year- 
old trophy headed off to the Memorial 
Ground for the first time in 35-years. 

Barrington, meanwhile, have to regroup 
having been beaten in both of this sea¬ 
son’s cup finals so far. 

Barrington; Stu Parris, Sam Hodkinson, 
Gary Warren, Simon Cherry, Tommy But¬ 
ler (Capt), Mike Whitefield, George Hay¬ 
ward, James Thompson, Sam Spurway, 
Andy Whitefield, Guy Dare.
